Who is the greatest hero created by 


Charles Dickens? Why, Sydney Carton. 
What did he do? Why, he laid down his 
life for his friend, and surely no man hath 
greater lovo than this. It Is a peculiar 
paradox that claims the most unheroio 
hero of Diokens as the greatest. Yet there 
Is little of the heroic in Sydney Carton 
when first wo meet with him in "A Tale 
of Two Cities." 


Briefly, Sydney Carton and a man named 


Barney, very like him in form'andfijature, 
fall in love with the same girl. She is 
French and loves Charles Barney, and 
Sydney takes his fate like a man. He has 
an interview with her, and when all is un- 
derstood between them Sydney promises 
never to trouble her in that way again and 
accepts her friendship. He keeps his word 
wonderfully. Brilliant of mind and train- 
ed in the law, he is the catspaw of tho 
jackal, of a big talker named Stryver, who 
makes his way in the courts and whose 
cases Sydney works up. 


Meanwhile he is leading a dissolute life. 


Drunken and cureless, ho lives on,_occa- 
sionally visiting the peaceful home of the 
woman he loves, now a happy wife and 
mother. Her husband is really descended 
from the French nobility, and his family 
have made themselves specially hated by 
the people of the greut revolution, of which 
time the story treats. A humane visit by 
Darney to Paris is the opportunity of his 
being arrested as a vile aristocrat of the 
house o£ fivermondo. For months he is 
Imprisoned, and after many trials finally 
condemned to die. His wife, his child, his 
father-in-law, are in Paris, powerless to 
save him, but careless, willful Sydney ap- 
pears on the scone, and, by daftly playing 
checkmate to a spy, he obtains access to 
the cell of the condemned Darney, Sydney 
has taken precaution to obtain a drug and 
uses it upon Darney when the latter re- 
fuses to take advantage of his likeness to 
pass out of the prison house, leaving Syd- 
ney to meet the guillotine. Darnoy Is car- 
ried senseless from the cell by the spy, who 
represents him as Carton overcome with 
grief for his friend.

Birds as Seed Carriers. 


Two centuries ago the Dutch, destroyed 


every nutmeg tree in the Moluccas in order 
to enjoy u monopoly of the business, hav- 
ing planted the treoa in thoirn^WJo-iissoaa. 
sions. In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were constantly being 
restocked. For a long time the thing was 
a mystery, but at length it was solved. 


The doves of that quarter of the world 


are of large size and readily swallow the 
seeds of the nutmeg. They traverse wide 
stretches of sea and land in a few hours 
and deposits the seeds not only uninjured, 
but better fitted for germination by the 
heat and moisture of the bird's system. 


By a similar process thousands of acres 


of land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as nature's 
agents in the dissemination of plants. 


Darwin found in six grains of earth 


adhering to the feet of a plover throe dif- 
ferent kinds of seeds, nnd in mud sticking 
to the feet of ducks and geese shot in Eng- 
land he found the seeds of plants peculiar 
to the Victoria Nyanza, in central Africa, 
thus proving not only the extent of migra- 
tion, but also the possibility of plants ap- 
pearing in strange localities through the 
agency of these birds.

MothodH Used l^rom the Clay to tbo T^aat 


Toueh of the Artist.

Royal Porcelain works. 
When wo watch 


the thrower molding on hia mngio wheel 
the plasMe olay, wo are (lllod with woudor 
lit his skill nnd ask ourselves whoiico 
mmo tho olay which takes so rcifullly any 
form tin) potter wills, says an English pa- 
per. 
Tlie Hint bowlders found upon the 


plains of Brittany in Franco, feldspar from 
Cornwall and Sweden, bones from Amer- 
ica, 
boaidoa other things, nil pay tribute. 


Those unlikely coustitutents aro calcined 
nnd thon ground exceedingly fine in mills. 
The grinding takes from 12 hours to 6 
days. Jt Is a sight worth seeing those 
powerful mills racing round the deep 
trough made out of stone from Derby- 
shire, weighted with heavy blocks, churn- 
Ing each material—for each Is ground sep- 
arately—into a thick white cream. 
When 


finished, the liquids aro strained through 
line sieves, and all particles of iron with- 
drawn by moans of magnets. 
The differ- 


out ingredients are then mixed together 
in proper proportions and kneaded into 
the required consistency, and then the olay 
is ready for the thrower. 


The .irt of molding olay has become 


much more exact since the employment of 
plaster of purls molds. After the thrower, 
with the help of his wheel, has roughly 
shaped the olay into what is termed the 
lining, it is taken off the wheel and put 
into a plaster of paris cast, which in turn 
is placi-d upon the whirling wheel, and 
the lining is then deftly molded to the ex- 
uot shape. As plaster of paris absorbs 
inoistuio quickly, the lining Is soon firm 
enough to be handled. It is then turned 
like ordinary wood or metal, and has han- 
dles, wliioh have been molded in plaster of 
paris, fixed by the same clay. It was al- 
ways a puzzle to our minds how the han- 
dles were induced, not only to stick on to 
the jugH and cups, but to bear the weights 
of the same cups und jugs when full of 
liquid. 
The porcelain is then ready to be 


baked. For this it is packed in fireproof 
baking dishes called scggars and supported 
on ovoi y side by powdered calcined flint. 
These s -'gg«rs aro made to fit exactly one 
upon the other, although thoyfl.reof differ- 
ent sizes and depths, and they are arranged 
in columns side by side in the oven. This 
oven is thon bricked up, and eight fires 
are lighted and kept burning Cor 48 hours 
night a ud day. 
The oven takes four days 


to cool, and then the contents are unpacked 
and are ready for a variety of processes. 


Most of the china is glazed—an operation 


requiring care and skill. 
The articles are 


bathed In the liquid glaze—a muddy look- 
ing broth—and the greater port of the su- 
perfluous gluze shaken off. But it is im- 
possible to free them perfectly. Besides the 
fingers leave marks which have to be re- 
moved .iftor the glaze has been dried in a 
hot room. Women and girls are employed 
for thi< work. The Ivory glaze is a deli- 
cate salmon pink before it is baked, the 
white a dark drab. After it is glazed, the 
pottery, for the second time, Is packed in 
seggars and baked. After this the colored 
china iH painted and baked again. 
The 


gold is also baked in. 
Few people know 


that tin) gilt on china is the purest gold 
that ctin bo bought. It is ground with 
mercury and turpentine into a black look- 
ing puiut and applied with a flue camel's 
hair po'icil. Boys are trained for this work 
from 14 years of age, it being nearly im- 
possible for older people to acquire the ac- 
curacy of eye and hand necessary. It in a 
groat drawback to the production of artis- 
tic pottery that the coloring ii'totally differ- 
ent in the paint from the result after burn- 
ing. 
For instance, gold paint is black be- 


fore and dull gold afterward. The bright- 
ness is produced by polishing it with an 
agate. Other colors are obtained from me- 
tallic oxidos. Iron gives red; cobalt, blue, 
etc.

It is suggested that what some people 


wunt is sleep holidays. They do not need 
to go to watering places and summer ho- 
tels and to bo entertained by a round of 
gayety, with a band always playing. The 
apostles of tho now mothod say that many 
people would bo benefited i[ they just wont 
to bod and slept for lengthened periods, 
and that tboy might do well to take holi- 
days in just that way. They affirm that 
as a rule men and women und children do 
not get sleep enough,and that the old ad- 
age, "Early to bed and early to rise makes 
a man healthy and wealthy and wise," 
needs changing. There need be no refer- 
ence to early rising in it. 
For "early to 


rise" it might be "late to rise." 


The adviou of that old saw was ooncoot- 


e<J, they say, in days whon there were no 
express trains, no telephones, no tele- 
graphs, no hurry. 
Where is the use of 


telling people to get up early whose brains 
are racked by anxiety and worry and who 
are being burned up by the ever increasing 
rate at which things have to be done? 


The proper thing to say to them Is to get 


as much sleep as they possibly can on ev- 
ery possible occasion. The suggestion of 
occasional sleep holidays, when worried 
people of this kind oould temporarily shuf- 
fle off their mortal coil, is on this under- 
standing quite intelligible. There would 
be no difficulty in making arrangements 
to carry the scheme out. The proprietors 
of the summer resorts would no doubt be 
glad to provide accommodation for any 
number of somnolent guests. 


The prevailing question would not be 


"What is there for dinner?" but "Is my 
bed ready?" There would be memoranda 
as to the length of time sleep had bean in- 
dulged in or was desired to continue. 
"Mr. A. come on Saturday; he is to be 
called on Wednesday night." "Mrs. B. 
will sleep for one week," eto. No doubt 
if the fad were started establishments 
would vie with each other in the perfection 
of their sleeping preparations, and we 
should be told that absolutely unbroken 
repose for any desired period oould be ob- 
tained. 


Joking apart, however, there may be 


something in the contention that a greater' 
amount of sleep is required by people now- 
adays—especially brain workers—than was 
formerly the case. 
Nicola Tesla, the eleo- 


trioian, is credited with saying that he be- 
lieves a man might live SCO years if he 
would sleep most of the time. That is 
why negroes often live to advanced old. 
age—because they sleep so much. He also 
alluded to the current report that Mr. 
Gladstone now sleeps 17 hours every day. 
There is something distinctly pleasant in 
the idea of an old age of such commanding 
intellect being kept vigorous by the sim- 
plest of remedies. 
But the worst of pre- 


cepts, like those of modern apostles of sleep, 
is that their instructions will be taken ad- 
vantage of by the lazy and brainless as an 
excuse for inactivity for which they should 
have no manner of warrant, either in the 
development of their brains or the delicate 
adjustment of their nervous systems. When 
the professional tramps read of Gladstone 
we shall find stacks of them asleep by the 
roadside.—Toronto Mail and Express. 


Sewage and Farm Products. 


Utilizing sewage for fertilizers has been 


a favorite idea of a good many scientists. 
But there is a good deal of 'prejudice 
against the use of such material on farm 
and garden lands, and this, too, with most 
excellent reason. It has been decided, 
after long continued experiments, that 
while a certain amount of sewage can be 
used to advantage too much is not only 
not profitable, but positively dangerous to 
health and life. 
Sewage saturated lands 


cannot 
produce sweet and wholesome 


grains and grasses, and animals fed from 
sewage contaminated vegetation cannot 
furnish the delicate and nutritious meats 
in which epicures delight. Snob meats 
will have a rank and strong taste, some- 
times a disagreeable odor, and will be 
quite likely to cause serious intestinal de- 
rangements. If sewage Is used, it must 
be intelligently and knowingly handled 
and should be mixed with earth, lime and 
potash and allowed to remain in heaps 
until such time as the objectionable ele- 
ments have disappeared, or become eo 
changed or weakened by the various proc- 
esses of fermentation through which they 
pass that they will not convey poisonous 
germs through the earth to the grasses, 
and through thorn to the cattle that feed 
upon them.—New York Ledger.

of the farmer. But in spite of tbo contin- 
uous search for it by canino and human 
enemies, In spite of bounties, traps and 
maledictions, the fox comes out smiling 
every evening along toward dark and 
wends its way across the fields, listaning 
with cooked ears for the squeak of a mouse 
or the flutter of a dreaming bird in a low 
bush:. - 


Keen eyed and sharp nosed, the fox dis- 


covers what no other animal of the clear- 
ings and woods sees. Whoro the owl would 
pass by, not thinking that a ground bird 
was near, the fox eats tho ground bird. 
The weasel alone is so destructive to rnioe, 
the cooper's hawk so deadly to small birds, 
and tho white owl and wildcat scarcely 
equal the bushy tailed, smiling fox when 
it comes to picking partridge wings and 
rabbit ribs. Even the fawn deer are de- 
stroyed by tho fox if the old doe is not 
iiround. 
Tho fox is a good purveyor of 


food for its young, and It lays in a supply 
that lasts a long time if need be. Near old 
Hadden, Conn., the other day Arthurs. 
Burr was going across a Hold when he 
found a partly eaten woodohuok and a lit- 
tle beyond a ruffed grouse. Nearby was a 
fox's burrow with a large black hen and 
two more ruffed grouse in the entrance. 
The man dug the fox hole out, sinco the 
town of Hadden pays $3 a head for the 
foxes, and discovered there eight par- 
tridges, three rabbits, a woodchuok and five 
young foxes. It is probable that the moth- 
er was away after meat. 


The fox is a playful creature. 
With a 


full stomach and no danger in sight it 
will gambol about for hours, jumping 
sitJowaya and up and down, waving Its big 
tail aloft and barking for the fun of it.

COAL SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 


Extraordinary Increase of World's Con- 


sumption X>uxing the Century. 


In 1807, about tho time the steam en- 


gine was invented, the consumption of 
coal in Groat Britain was some 6,600,000 
gross ton a year. It'had risen to 27,000,- 
000 tons in 1816; to 50,876,000 tons in 
-ieWi-to 81,048,698 tons in 1860; to 113,- 
875,636 tons in 1870: to 146,909,469 tons 
in 1880; to 181,614,388 tons in 1890, and 
to 188,377,036 gross tons (810,870,898 not 
tons) in 1894. The result of the discus- 
sion on the subject of tho duration of the 
coal supply of Great Britain was the con- 
clusion that if the output increases in the 
same ratio as it has for 80 or 80 years, the 
coal will be exhausted in a little over a 
century. These estimates are now regard- 
ed as excessive, as it is ooncoded that there 
is in each nation a limit to industrial de- 
velopment, which, without considering 
the great economics in the use of fuel, will 
also limit the expenses of coal production. 
Mr. Gruener places this limit for England 
at 260,000,000 tons, which supposes a min- 
ing population of 1,000,000 miners and a 
working population of 5,000,000. 


In the United States the production of 


coal has been increasing in a much greater 
ratio than in Great Britain. We cannot go 
back to the eighteenth century and give 
figures of production of coal, nor Is that 
necessary in order to indicate how enor- 
mous has been the increase in its produc- 
tion and consumption in the United 
States. At the tenth census, 1880, the 
production of coal In the United States Is 
reported at 71,481,670 net tons; at the 
eleventh census, 1889, it had risen to 141,- 
939,613 net tons, nearly double, and in 
1898, 
according to the report of E. W. Par- 


wer of the United States geological.sur- 
vey, 
it was 182,353,774 net tons, an In- 


crease of more than 3M items in 13 years, 
doubling about every 5 years. 


Similar increases^could be shown for the 


other great coal producing countries, as 
Belgium, Germany, Austria, France and 
Russia. The world's demands for heat 
and power are increasing marvelously, 
while the world's supply of coal is a defi- 
nite quantity, and it is an evident propo- 
sition that with the exhaustion of its coal j 
not only will the power and influence of a 
nation decline, but even its existence may , 
be Imperiled.—Cassier's Magazine.

Will Oats Tnrn to Barley? 


The question of "transmutation of spe- 


cies' ' In the vegetable world hns been dis- 
cussed in all the scientific journals ot this 
and foreign countries since the time when 
the mind of man began to inquire Into 
cause and effect, or ufc least since snoh jour- 
nals were first established. It lias been re- 
peatedly asserted that "wheat will turn to 
cheat;'' also, but less frequently and less 
positively, that oats will turn to barley, 
and vice versa. 
This "curious foot in 


nature" has always been scoffed at by 
the scientists because it is inconsistent 
with preconceived theories. Now it ap- 
pears that there is no doubt whatever 
that such transformation occasionally takes 
place. 
A gentleman whose name and 


place of residence are given in one of the 
leading London papers carefully planted 
some picked grains of oats in a box of sift- 
ed soil. 
When the plants were a foot in 


height, he cut thorn down to an inch of 
the roots. This process was three times re- 
peated that year, and some of the roots 
died; but others survived, and the next 
year—wonder of wonders—they yielded— 
not oats, but barley! The yield was, in- 
deed, perfect barley, rather thin and un- 
natural in grain, but by no means of a bad 
lype.—St. Louis Republic.

Engraving on Diamonds. 


Diamonds can now bo engraved in a 


very artistic manner. 


The development of the diamond cutting 


art brings into existence a new class of 
jewelry, for which a considerable demand 
Is expected. It was long believed that the 
diamond could not be engraved with safely 
or satisfactory results. But a few stones 
roughly engraved wore found in India, 
and a diamond was exhibited at the Paris 
exhibition of 1878 on which a portrait of 
the king of Holland was scratched. 


But the work was very imperfect, and 


the stones wore rather demolished than 
engraved. 


Some of the finest examples of engraving 


on diamonds are the work of a Paris jew- 
eler. 
Ono IH a scarfpin representing a 


yataghiin, of which tho blade is a slender 
diamond, iin'l the handle is a ruby. An- 
other is a lar^e circular stone, on which a 
pansy with Us foliage Is engraved. 


An elaborate piece of work is a bicycle, 


of which the wheels are two circular dia- 
monds. 
The spokes are represented by 


lines engraved on the diamonds. A small 
hole is pierced at each angle. 


Another diamond is carved like a fish. 


A handsome brooch Is a sonrabseue, sur- 
rounded by sapphires and brilliants. 


Other examples ore brooches represent- 


ing flies, of which the wings are thin, en- 
graved diamonds; two diamonds engraved 
with armorial bearings, the Imperial arms 
of Russia being used in one instance on 
shirt mid cuff buttons.—London Answora

PARROTS GO TO SCHOOL. 


they Begin With Kindergarten Methods 


and Graduate as Seniors. 


One of the most peculiar professions of 


this very professional age la that which 
has for its end and aim the education of 
parrots, eoyg Pearson's Weekly. 


The parrots' academy Is conducted on 


systematic lines and resembles in many of 
its features an ordinary educational estab- 
lishment In one room (corresponding to 
standard 1 of the regular business) are 
congregated the birds to be taught, screech- 
ing and shrieking in the bliss of ignorance. 
So soon as thuy have become accustomed to 
their surroundings and a little of the nat- 
ural wildnesB that ohamctorizos them has 
worn off, a monitor, In the shape of a par- 
rot that hag mastered the art of monosyl- 
labic utterance, is introduced, and under 
Hi tuition the class begins to show progress 
by voicing such simple words as "yes" 
and "no!" 


Standard 9 marks a step In the upward 


grade. Bisyllitblea are here introduced and 
double worded sentences of an easy nature 
repeated. 
The third standard comprises 


trisyllabic words and sentences of a more 
advanced kind. 


Thus far the work IB of a. routine char- 


acter, the tenohere being the buds them- 
selves. But with standard 1 the real 
work of education begins, and the bird 
monitor gives place to the pedagogue prop- 
er. The blackboard, too, now comes in. 
With a pieoa of chalk the dominie makes 
the letter "a" on the board, pronounces it 
aloud, and tho birds repeat it, and, in turn, 
the whole alphabet after him. By the time 
standard 6 la reached a parrot of ordinary 
intelligence can read and spell such words 
09 "eat" and "dog" with reasonable fa- 
cility. 


Standards 5 and 6 continue the process 


by gradual advances, simple snmaln arith- 
metic being added to the curriculum and 
the method of "telling the time" taught. 


The seventh and last standard la devoted 


entirely to music, vocal and instrumental. 
Not that parrots are taught to play the 
piano. That stage of development has not 
yet been attained, but the more proficient 
of them are Instructed in the art of singing 
n song to the pedagogue's accompaniment 
on that Instrument. When this point has 
been reached, the bird gots his certificate. 


There are only two or three of these 


academies in the kingdom, and, the fees 
being high ttnd the business brisk, the 
owners of them ore doing welt It coats 5 
guineas to secure a good education for a 
parrot, oxoluHlve of extras in the shape of 
food and one or two other things, and it 
takes several months, In the ease of the 
most forward and intelligent pupils, to 
pass in al] tho necessary subjects.
